Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Philipps  Williams  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  present  my  Report  upon  matters  affecting 
the  Public  Health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1954. 

In  accordance  i/ith  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
the  constitution  of  the  relevant  authorities  is  included,  and  also 
the  Senior  Officers  of  the  Council. 

Due  to  the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  Owen  Evans,  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Officer,  the  completion  of  this  Report  has  been  considerably  delayed. 
I should  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  Mr.  Owen  Evans.  He  was 
an  excellent  officer  and  both  the  Council  and  myself  are  indebted  to 
him  for  valuable  services  renderedo 


The  estimated  population  of  the  District  showed  a small  increase 
over  the  preceding  yearc.  The  population  has  steadily  increased  from 
20,540  in  194S  to  the  present  figure  of  22,510.  This  is  a welcome 
tiTeiido  The  natural  increase  in  population  for  this  same  period 
amounted  to  935  persons o Therefore  the  additional  odd  1000  persons 
now  living  in  the  Rural  District  must  have  either  come  from  the  Urban 
Districts  or  from  outside  the  County^ 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  District  remained  substantially  the  same 
as  for  the  preceding  year=  It  would  appear  that  the  fall  in  Birth 
Rate  generally  over  the  past  4-5  yoars  has  now  been  checked.  The 
present  Rate  for  the  District  compares  favourably  with  the  Rates  for 
the  County  and  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales.  The  number  of 
Still  Births  was  again  relatively  low  as  compared  with  the  County  and 
the  whole  of  England  and  Wales.  Still  Births  appear  to  be  more 
prevalent  in  the  Urban  Districts.  Can  an  inference  be  drawn  from  this  ? 
Similarly  the  Illigitimate  Birth  Rate  is  much  smaller  than  the  Rates  for 
the  County  and  for  England  and  Wales. 

Although  there  was  a slight  rise  in  the  General  Death  Rate  over 
the  preceding  year,  the  Rate  is  still  lower  than  the  National  Rate, 
and  is  most  satisfactory. 

Turning  to  more  specific  groups  of  deaths,  it  will  bo  seen  that 
there  has  been  an  increase  in  Infant  Deaths.  The  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  in  the  District,  and  in  the  County,  is  considerably  higher  than 
the  National  Rate.  There  is  an  opportunity  here  for  all  concerned 
v/ith  child  welfare.  ilfter  two  years  of  small  decreases  in  the  Cancer 
Moirtality  Rate,  the  Rate  has  risen  again.  The  Rate  for  the  District 
is  also  somewhat  higher  than  the  National  Rate.  More  liidespread 
education  in  regard  to  Cancer  is  being  strongly  advocated,  several 
bodies  have  produced  educational  literature.  This  may  help  to  some 
extent,  but  until  the  fundamental  cause  or  causes  are  clearly  under- 
stood, no  real  imp.rovem.ent  can  be  expected.  Violent  deaths  continue 
to  take  a steady  toll  of  lives.  The  majority  of  these  were  accidental 
deaths,  and  hence  ccuD.d  possibly  have  been  prevented.  The  chief 
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causes  of  fatal  accidents  in  the  home  are  listed  in  Appendix  (b) 
to  this  Report. 

There  were  no  epidemics^  no  unusual  incidence  of  any  infectious 
disease  during  the  year.  There  appeared  to  be  a recession  in 
Measles.  Deaths  from  Infectious  Disease  were  relatively  few.  No 
case  of  Diptheria  has  been  notified  since  1951. 

There  was  an  increase,  however,  in  the  incidence  of  fresh  cases 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  Part  of  this  nay  have  been  due  to  the 
visit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  in  the  Autumn.  There  has  been 
some  concern  throughout  the  County  generally  on  the  increased  number 
of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  coming  to  light.  This,  however,  is  not 
necessarily  a bad  sign.  It  probably  means  that  more  cases  are  being 
detected  by  modern  methods.  It  is  better  to  have  these  cases 
discovered,  rather  than  they  should  remain  hidden  and  hence  a greater 
danger  to  the  spread  of  the  disease.  I feel  that  the  powers  of  local 
authorities  are  not  comprehensive  enough  to  limit  the  spread  of 
Tuberculosis.  Some  form  of  local  institution  for  the  quarantine  of 
sputum,  positive  cases  is  required  if  any  appreciable  decrease  in 
incidence  is  to  be  effected.  The  Death  Rate  from  TubercuILosis  in  the 
District  is  approximately  the  same  as  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales, 
and  we  cannot  expect  anything  better  than  this.  There  has  been  a welcome 
all  round  decrease  in  mortality  over  the  past  7-8  years. 

Eighty- seven  per  cent  of  milk  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

This  is  a satisfactory  figure  and  reflects  a high  standard  of  hygiene 
in  the  production  and  distribution  of  milk.  There  is  little  doubt  that 
our  sampling  scheme  has  contributed  largely  to  this  achievement. 

An  adequate  and  v/holesome  supply  of  water  is  a major  factor  in 
Public  Health.  That  approximately  80^  of  all  promises  in  the  large 
and  scattered  District  have  a piped  supply  is  most  praise- worthy. 

The  Council’s  Post  War  Housing  Programme  has  been  a fine  one. 

About  1,000  dwellings  have  been  provided.  Large  dividends  in  health 
and  happiness  are  bound  to  result.  Due  to  the  trend  of  ageing 
population,  a high  proportion  of  Old  Persons'  Di-zellings  will  be  needed. 

It  is  recognised  that  it  is  better  to  incorporate  such  dwellings  in 
ordinary  housing  estates,  rather  than  to  segregate  them  in  separate 
estates.  Derelict  and  low  category  houses  perpetuate  sub- standard 
living  conditions,  they  also  have  a bad  psychological  effect  on  the 
community  as  a whole.  It  is  hoped,  therefore,  that  the  Council  will 
proceed  as  quickly  as  possible  \4±th  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme  to 
v/hich  the  Officers  have  devoted  much  time  and  thought. 

The  Public  Health  Department  is  continually  endeavouring  to  raise 
the  standard  of  all  premises  where  food  for  public  consumption  is  prepared 
or  sold.  In  most  cases  co-operation  is  good.  In  exceptional  cases  the 
advice  and  guidance  of  your  officers  is  disregarded,  and  the  only  recourse 
is  the  law.  When  this  course  is  necessary  \ie  expect  the  full  backing 
of  the  Council, 

In  comm.on  with  most  other  areas,  the  receptacles  used  by  householders 
for  the  storage  of  refuse  are  often  unsatisfactory,  ' Refuse  bins  should 
be  of  metal,  of  a reasonable  size,  and  covered  with  a tight  fitting  lid. 
Where  a refuse  collection  service  is  provided  there  is  no  excuse  for 
indiscriminate  dumping  of  refuse  by  householders.  This  unfortunately 
happens  frequently,  and  is  due  to  laziness  or  ignorance,  or  both. 


The  Council  has  completed  an  extensive  sewerage  programme  over 
the  past  five  to  six  years*  Apart  iron  the  increase  in  amenities 
to  the  areas  concerned,  these  sewerage  schemes  will  raise  the  standard 
of  Public  Health  throughout  the  Rural  District  as  a whole.  It  is 
difficult  to  proclaim  a sewerage  scheme  essential  in  some  areas,  but 
there  are  still  many  places  within  the  District  where  a major  drainage 
scheme  is  most  desirable. 

The  perusal  of  this  Report  will  reveal  the  tremendous  volume  of 
work  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department.  If  the  high  standard 
of  sanitation  and  hygiene  now  attained  is  to  be  maintained,  the  Council 
vmll  have  to  consider  increasing  the  staff. 

The  present  remuneration  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  is  not  in  keeping 
with  the  amount  of  technical  training  and  skill  which  they  are  required 
to  possess.  This,  of  course,  is  essentially  a problem  to  be  solved  at 
National  level.  The  Council  can  assist,  however,  in  awarding  the 
maxiraum  remuneration  permissible  to  their  staff.  The  present  team  of 
Sanitary  Officers  is  a fine  one,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  satisfactoril; 
replace  any  one  of  them. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thanlc  the  members  of  the  Council  and 
officers  in  all  departments  for  their  continued  co-operation  and 
assistance  during  the  year.  In  particular,  the  Chaiman  and  members 
of  my  own  Committee  - the  Public  Health  Committee,

FOOD  COFTROL 


Prepared  Food  Premises 

Details  of  premises  registered  -under  ’bhe  Pood  and  Drugs  Act, 

1938  are  contained  in  Appendices  1 and  3, 

The  list  consists  of  three  premises  registered  for  the 
raanufact-ure  of  sausages,  tvra  fcao  the  preparation  and  sale  of  fish  and 
chips  and  one  "butter  blending  factory.  The  conditions  at  these  and 
other  food  premises  are  governed  by  the  standard  laid  do\vri  in  Section 
13  of  the  Act,  and  routine  inspections  v/ere  maintained  during  the  year. 

Cafes .Hotels  and  Restaurants 

The  majority  of  premises  i^dthin  this  category  are  only  in  use 
d-uring  the  susiiraer  months.  It  has  been  possible  to  obtain  improvements 
at  some  of  these  premises, particularly  in  the  St, Davids  area, 
follov/ing  the  introduction  of  sev/erage  schemes. 

Conditions  at  Broad  and  Little  Haven  leave  much  to  be  desired 
in  the  v/ay  of  sanitary  arrangements,  and  proprietors  of  such 
estbalisliments  in  these  areas  are  vrorking  "under  great  difficulties. 

Here  again  considerable  improvements  are  anticipated  on  the 
completion  of  the  sev/erage  scheme.

Slaughterhouses 

There  are  no  licensed  slaughter-houses, alt hough  prior  to 
1939  there  were  26  private  slaughterhouses  operating  in  "bhe  area. 

Consideration  vra.s  given  to  the  provision  of  slau^itering 
facilities  on  decontrol  of  meat  and  livestock, and  m.eetings  of  traders 
in  the  area  were  convened  to  decide  on  a fut-ure  policy  in  this  respect. 

It  v;as  felt  that  although  the  southern  part  of  the  Ruiral 
District  vra.s  adequately  covered  for  supplies, there  v/as  a need  for  a 
slaughterhouse  in  the  northern  area.  The  butchers  however,  failed  to 
agree  on  one  focal  point  for  the  establishment  of  such  premises, and 
requested  that  their  individual  applications  for  licences  should  be 
favourably  considered. 

Eight  such  applications  ivere  received, four  of  these  being 
in  respect  of  premises  which  had  prev^ar  been  used  for  this  purpose.  The 
Council  did  not, however,  consider  that  -the  promises  were  suitable, and 
refused  to  grant  licences  in  all  these  cases.

7in  alternative  site  to  Watin  Pavo:*, St. '-Davids  v/as  considered  during 
the  year, and  a Sub  Committee  visited  several  sites  at  St, Davids, including 
Dovrog  Moor  (Pestern  and  Eastern  Sections)  Tretio  Moor  and  Cacrfarchell 
Moor,  A;  formal  application  v/as  thereafter  made  to  the  Planning  Comi'iictee 
for  the  development  of  part  of  Cacrfarchell  Moor  for  tkis  purpose, but  in 
view  of  the  objections  from  property  ovmiers  and  occupiers  in  the  area  it 
v/as  decided  that  in  the  first  instance  application  be  made  to  develop 
part  of  Dovrog  Moor, 

It  is  consictered  however,  that  A'/ith  proper  eontrol  and  sux^ervision 
it  shoulcL  be  possible  to  carry  out  tipping  oxoerations  satisfactorily  at 
ITaun  Pav/r.  This  site  has  the  advantage  of  being  A/ell  situated  for  short 
hauls  from  the  St, Davids  area,  and  the  contour  of  the  land  is  auch  that 
refuse  can  be  deposited  at  an  even  and  contro32Led  depth  this  resulting  in 
usefiil  reclamation  of  land, 

A Joint  Committee  representing  the  County  Planning  Comimittee, the 
Boroughs  of  Haverfordwest  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Milford  Haven  and 
Neyland,  and  this  Council  '/.ns  set  up  to  consider  the  possibility  of 
disposal  of  refuse  from  these  areas  by  destruction.  This  proposal  v/as, 
hov/ever  rejected  on  ^financial  grounds,  and  it  was  recommended  that  each 
Authority  should  adopt  measures  to  improve  their  existing  methods  of 
disposal  by  tipping.

Again,  by 
kind  permission  cf  the  R.N.A.D.  , Trecwn,  the  sewage  from  the  t¥\renty-six 
houses  at  Wesley  Place  (Llanstinan  Parish)  is  treated  at  the  R.N.  disposal 
works.

In 
addition,  the  maintenance  of  the  vs.rious  diposal  works  entailed  the 
discharging  of  tanks  at  regular  intervals,  and  the  Cesspool  Emptier 
purchased  in  1952  has,  and  continues  to  be,  a real  asset. 

■ The  standard  charge  for  individual  cesspits  at  Private  dwellings 
was  reduced  to  £1,  but  the  charge  of  iSA,  5*  Od.  is  still  retained  for 
business  premises.

It  was,  hoY/ever,  necessary  to  implement  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
with  regard  to  the  interment  of  a body  recovered  from  the  sea  at 
St,  Nons,  St. Davids,  and  that  of  a person  from  Johnston, 

CYxiCPING  SITES. 

In  my  last  annual  report  reference  was  made  to  the  need  for 
properly  controlled,  sited  and  well  laid  out  caravan  and  camping  sites. 
Unfortunately,  a site  which  the  Council  proposed  to  develop  at 
■/Jiitesands  Bay,  St.  Davids,  vra.s  passed  over  to  the  National  Parks 
Committee  for  development  bub  vjas  subsequently  shelved. 
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The  Council  vd.ll  have  to  face  the  essential  requirements  for  caravan 
and  camping  site  control,  that  is,  either  private  enterprise  sites 
must  be  properly  laid  out,  equipped  and  supervised  and  duly  licensed,  or 
the  Council  as  the  Public  ■'^ealth  Authority  must  of  necessity  carry  out  the 
work  itself. 

The  Council  must  bear  in  mind  the  serious  risk  to.  public  health 
generally  vdiich  could  arise  from  uncontrolled  sites  vdth  no  proper 
facilities  for  sanitation,  refuse  disposal  or  vvater  supply,  and  must 
also  face  the  fact  that  caravan  and  camping  holidays  are  now  an  established 
and  rapidly  grovd.ng  featiire  in  our  national  life.  The  very  fact  that 
the  Rural  District  includes  a substantial  part  of  the  Pembrokeshire  coast 
National  Park  vd.ll  attract  great  numbers  of  visitors,  many  of  v/hom  will 
be  cam.pers  or  caravanners, 

DISINFECTION  AND  PI SINF.E STATION. 

Fumigation  of  rooms  was  carried  out  on  12  occasions  following 
notification  of  infectious  disease.  Two  premises  .were  disinfested. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES, 


The  Council  has  provided  public  conveniences  at  St.  Davids,  ¥hitesands, 
Nev/gale,  Dale  and  Broad  Haven, 

All  these  buildings  are  maintained  by  the  Council.  Caretakers  have 
been  appointed  to  cleanse  and  supervise  the  conveniences  at  St.  Davids, 
Newgale  and  Dale,  At  Broad  Haven  arrangements  are  made  for  a Council 
employee  to  be  in  daily  attendance  during  the  summer  months,  vfhilst  at 
^vhite sands  cleansing  is  carried  out  twice  weekly  during  this  period. 

SCHOOLS, 

A report  on  the  sanitary  arrangements  in  schools  in  the  district  vra.s 
submitted  in  1953 ^ ^'-nd  representations  were  made  to  the  Education 
Authorities  'with  a view  to  the  necessary  improvements  being  carried  out, 
especially  in  the  provision  of  wa.ter  carriage  sanitation,  and  to  ascertain 
what  order  of  priority  would  be  given  to  the -various  schools.

HOm  SAFETY. 

There  are  apprximately  2,000,000  accidents  in  the  home  each  year 
of  all  kinds.  Over  7,000  of  these  are  fatal,  and  a great  many  more 
cause  serious  suffering  and  disability.  The  majority  of  accidents 
affect  the  aged  (50h  of  a-g®  of  65  yea.rs)and  the  young  (25/i  under 
15  years).

Accidents:-

Falls.  The  following  are  some  of  the  causes  of  falls  in  the  home. 


1.  Bad  lighting,  both  artificial  & natural, 

2.  Unsound  or  unsafe  stairs  & flooring, 

3.  Highly  polished  surfaces, 

4.  Small  clianges  in  levels  at  doorways,  halls  etc, 

5.  Elderly  people  standing  on  chairs  etc  to  carry  out  minor  repairs 
or  alterations,  or  putting  up  decorations. 


Burns  & Scalds,  The  following  are  some  of  the  causes  of  accidents  due  to 
burns  & scalds. 


1.  Unguarded  fires  (infants), 

2.  Un swept  chimneys. 

3.  Pots  8z  pans  left  on  edge  of  stoves  & ranges  and  with  handles 
protruding. 


Suffocation.  The  following  are  some  of  the  causes  of  suffocation. 

1.  Too  high  & too  soft  pillows  for  infants.  (Low  hard  pillow, 
or  none  at  all  is  beet). 

2.  Pets  (cats  & dogs)gaining  access  to  Infants  sleeping  in  prams 
and  cots. 

3.  Adults  sleeping  in  same  bed  as  infants. 

Coal  Gas  poisoning.  The  following  are  some  of  the  causes  of  this  type 
of  accident. 

1.  Coke  etc  combusted  in  unsuitable  fires, 

2.  Faulty  gas  stoves  taps  3z  connections. 

(Taps  should  be  of  the  kind  v/hich  cannot  accidently  be  turned 
on% 

3.  Running  of  C3.r  engines  in  confined  spaces. 

Electrical  Insta.llations. 

1.  Faulty  switches  or  connections  should  'be  attended  to  - 
immediately  by  qualified  persons. 

2.  Power  plugs  should  either  be  out  of  reach  of  infants,  or  be 
of  the  safety  type  where  it  is  impossible  for  fingers  to 
touch  live  sockets. 

3.  It  is  very  dangerous  to  handle  any  electic  sv/itch  or 
apparatus  with  wet  hands. 

For  this  reason,  there  should  be  no  such  switches  within 
easyicach  of  a bath,  wash-hand  basin,  or  sink.
